Opposition to Passing of Resolution 


London.—By a vote of 175 to 17 the 
house or lorus renounced the heredi- 
tary right to iegisiate, wich has been 
the caruinal element of the — British 
upper house tor centuries. The

house agreed without opposition that 
relorm o1 the censtitution Was neces- 
sary. 

Tne complimentary resolution which 
assed was! “hat the necessary pre- 
itininary to such reform is acceptance 


of the principle that possession of the) 


peerage no longer itself gives the right 
to sit and vote in the house of loras.”’ 

The resolution indeed might have 
been carried unanimously but for the 
resolute pugnacity of two tenacious 
old fighter: “arl Halsbury and Earl 
Wemyss, the | ‘ter of whom has been 
actively idem... 4d for many years 
with military affairs and who is still 
virile despite his 92 years. Karl 
Halsbury is young and strenuous at 
85, and he lately voluntarily returned 
to the judicial bench to relieve a sick 
judge. 

These two champions Jed the old 
guard. Some speakers who support- 
ed the resolution could not find in it 
any negation of the hereditary prin- 
ciple. Among those was the Marquis 
of Lansdowne, who pointed out to the 
house it wes possible to vote for the 
resolution full of the intention of pro- 
posing afterward that the house 
should consist entirely of hereditary 
peers. 

The resolution, he said, was a nee- 
essary gate to three main principles, 
namely: The removal of black sheep, 
reduction of numbers and a remedy 
for disparity in party strength. 

The Ear] of Bathurst, one of the old 
guard, gave the house a good laugh, 
solemnly warning the members if they 


threw away their hereditary right 
their descendants to the third and 
fourth generations might turn and 


rend them. 
Members of the government among 
the peers refused to give more than 


a platonic enproval of the resolution, ; 


to which. the lord chaneellor said, 
they ought not to attach fictitious im- 
portance. Nevertheless he (Earl 
Crewe), Viscount Morely and = other 
Liberal peers voted with the majority. 


Calgary.—Commencing June 1, when 
the new summer time table is brought 
in the C. P. R. will inaugurate a tri- 
weekly midnight train from Calgary to 
Strathcona. There has been con- 
siderable agitation from this service, 
and the company will put it on for a 
month, to see if the patronage war- 
rants it, if there is the demand it will 
be continued. The trains will leave 
Calgary about 24.30, and although the 
exact time nor the days have yet been 
decided they will likely b» Mondays. 

A local train will be put on daily 
between Calgary and Bassano, com- 
mencing April 4. It will leave Cal- 
gary at 18.30 and arrive at Bassano 
21.30. The loc#] leaves Bassano at 7 
o'clock in the morning and arrives at 
Calgary at 10.15. 

The Macleod branch is to have a 
train on Sundays soon. When the 
summer time table is brought in the 
evening train out of Calgary w'll start 
on the regular time and from Macleod 
the trains will leave Sunday morn- 
ings. There have been no Sunday 
trains on the south branch, and this 
seven-day service will prove a great 
convenience to travellers. 


Huge Deal Put Through at Edmonton 

Edmonton.—A huge land = deal in 
which a purchaser put up nearly a 
million dollars in cash, was put 
through here recently in which N, G. 
Boggs, of Saskatoon, bought 80,000 
acres in the Beaver Hills district east 
of Edmonton at a little over $10 per 
acre, 

This is the largest cash land deal 
ever put through here. Owners of 
the property were J, A, Powell and T. 
W. Lines, of Edmonton. 

The spring rush of land seekers to 
this district commenced this week, 
fully « month ahead of last year. 
Hundreds of homesteaders #re apply- 
ing for land in Grand Prairie north- 
west of this city, thirty townshins of 
which are being opened thia year. 
Commercial Peace is Almost Certain 

Ottawa.—Official information receiv- 
ed here from Washington is to the ef- 
fect that e satisfactory outcome of the 
tariff difficulty is now certain. It is 
understood that Hon, W. 8. Fielding 
has notified Sir Wilfrid Laurier that a 
happy outeome of the negotiations 
may be looked for. Almost all of the 
cabinet ministers sre in town, aad 
those seen by correspondents were in 
a cheerful mood, when the Washing- 
ton conference was referred to. It is 
expected here that Mr. Fielding will 
muke concessions on several articles 
which enjov the intermediate — tariff 
under the Franco Trade treaty.

To Prosecute False Graders of Grain 

Ottawa.—F. C. T. O'Hara, deputy 
minister of trade and commerce, when 
questioned in regard to the reports 
which have been sent out from the 
west to the effect that prosecutions are 
about to be instituted by the depart- 
ment against owners and operators of 
western elevators on a charge of mak- 
ing fraudulent returns as to the grad- 
ing of grain, admitted that an investi- 
gation had been in progress. 

He was not at liberty to say, how- 
ever, as to what has been ascer- 
tained as to the truth of the charges. 
The statement is made that grain is 
being mixed in certain elevators in a 
manner contrary to the provisions of 
the grain act, for the evasion of which 
heavy penalties are provided, Superior 
and inferior grades have been blend- 
ed in such a way that wheat when 
exported to foreign markets is down 
to the minimum of its class. 

A serious result of this practice is 
that the market price of grain is con- 
siderably affected. 

It is stated that the railway com- 
panies ore in no way affected. Under 
the ;rovisions of the grain act heavy 
penalties are provided for mixing of 
grain. It is understood that the in- 
ouiry, in so far at it has been car- 
ried on, has been confined to an in- 
vestigation by the officers of the de- 
partment,

New Scale of Rates for Canadian Press 

Ottawa.—Apart from important rul- 
ing by the board of railway commis- 
sioners that flat rates on press de- 
spatches must be abolished, the most 
important result of the press rate con- 
ference concluded here recently, 
was that the telegraph companies 
agreed to withdraw the tariffs filed un- 
der judgment given on application of 
the Western Associated Press and file 
new turiffs to be acceptable to the 
newspaper managers, and the railway 
board will hear objections later on, 
As the commission will hold sittings in 
Winnipeg in the course of a month 
any representations which the western 
newspapers desire to make will be 
heard there, Eastern publishers will 
if necessity arises, be heard at Ottawa. 
At recent sittings of the board objec- 
tions of western newspapers to the 
schedules filed were presented by Mr. 
M. E. Nichols, president of the West- 
ern Press. 


Why Britain Cannot Stand With U. S. 

London.—Sir Edward Grey, foreign 
secretary, expleined in the house of 
commons that the British government 
was unable to support actively the 
United States government in its Chin 
Chow-Aigun railroad plan, because of 
the provisions of the Anglo-Russian 
agreement of 1899, which has never 
been formally abrogated. The foreign 
secretary added; 

“To interpret this attitude as run- 
ning counter to American and British 
commercial interests is en entire mis- 
representation, The United States 
government has been kept fully in- 
formed of this government's views and 
of the view of the Anglo-Russian gov- 
ernment avreement, upon which they 
ure based.” 


Sore at Britain 

Liverpool.—The Post says: “There is 
some soreness among big game shots 
over the Roosevelt expedition. 

“They are asking why the British 
government should have afforded spee- 
ial facilities to the expedition which 
has resulted in the acquisition by 
America of very rare specimens which 
un to now are conspicuous bv their 
absence from museums in England 
and as yet has denied the privilege of 
shooting over these preserves to Eng- 
lishmen.” 


Lesson from Colonies 

London.—Pember Reeves, discussing 
the second chambers in the emnire, 
said the colonies had taught Britain 
the lesson to have nothing to do with 
second chambers on a life basis.

ADVISE ORDERING COAL IN THE 
SUMMER TIME | 


At a Conference of Mining Men and 
Railway Officials, it was Decided 
to use Every Effort to Urge the 
Consumers to Piace Orders tor Coal 
in the Summer and thus Avoid the 
Chances of a Winter Coal Famine. 


Lethbridge.—A meeting of mine 
OWuers alu railway omcilals was re- 
centiy held here tu discuss impostant 
quesuous, it nas been iest tat tou 
juany of the aealers, business men 
alu consumers Of Aiverta, Saskaichne- 
wan and Manitoba aelay oruering 
their winter's suppiy of coal ull late 
in the tall or early in the winter It 
is felt that it would be much better 
lor all concerned, tor the consumer, 
tor the transportation company, for 
the producers, tor the miners and for 
the country at large if stocks of coal 
were stored in the coal sheas on the 
prairies auring the eany summer 
mouths. The consumer would then be 
safe ‘rom any danger of a coal famine 
in any early or extra severe winter. 
The transportation companies would 
be able to have more cars left in the 
busy season for the transportation of 
grain after harvest. The producers 
would find steady orders coming in 
all the year around and so could give 
more steady employment to the miners 
who would feel assured of work oll 
the year around, The country at large, 
would benefit first in the fact of there 
being then no fear of a coal famine on 
the prairies for such would be a seri- 
ous thing, growing more serious as 
settlements become thicker, and one 
serious coal famine would undo much 
advertising of the immigration depart- 
ments. The mining towns and the 
business men of those towns would 
also benefit for there would then na- 
turally be more permanent citizens 
and the payrolls would not fluctuate as 
much as under the present system of 4 
period of rush followed by a period of 
idleness. 

Such was the problem for which the 
railway men and coal operators met 
to consider. Many suggestions were 
offered but while all felt the need of 
some remedy nothing definite was ac- 
complished. One of the operators 
hinted at a solution of cheaper freight 
rates during the slack season, but the 
railway officials feared to descend the 
bill for an ascent again might be diffi- 
cult. 

It was decided to use every effort to 
urge stores, benks, municipalities, 
schools and public buildings as well 
as the dealers to store up their coal 
supply during the months of May, 
June and July, then if some farmers 
and citizens could not store up their 
winter's supply earlier in the season 
they would be better insured against 
a famine, for these other heavy con- 
sumers already mentioned would have 
been supplied before winter set in.’ 
Of course those who are eble to buy! 
may hesitate considering the interest 
on their money, but when the vast in- 
crease in settlement is considered a 
creat calamity might easily hannen 
if all deleved ordering their sunply till 
winter when the great demand might 
he such thet sufficient coal could not 
he procured for either love or money, 
ae matter how severe the weather may |

have been abandonea, pending the 
completion of the investigation into 
the Great Waterways. 

Survey parties who had been work- 
ing on the location of the road north 
of Lae la Biche, and who have been 
called in, partly for the reason, it is 
said, that supplies had given out, and 
mainly for the reason that work was 
to be suspended, reached the city, and 
it is understood that all survey par- 
ties on the line are to be called in. 

Construction is to proceed, however, 
upon the first fifty miles of road north 
of Edmonton, and contracts have been 
awarded for clearing of right of way. 
This work is being proceeded with. 

Another officia! has reached the city 
to become a member of the Great 
Waterways staff. This is H. Lums- 
den, formerly of the engineering staff 
of the Manitoba government, and) 
father of the former chief engineer of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, over whose 
resignation from that company an in-) 
vestigation is now being held at Ot- 
tawa. 

Mr. Lumsden, it is understood, will 
be connected with the construction de- 
partment of the Great Waterways in 
coniunetion with F. 8. Darling, for- 
merly of the C. P. R., who is to have 
charge of construction on the new 
road, 

Explorer Honored by American Societv 

Washington.—In the presence of 
President Taft and an audience which 


‘taxed the capacity of convention hall, 


Lieut. Sir Ernest Shackleton gave a 
graphic description of his dash for 
the South Pole. The lecture was un- 
der the auspices of the National Geo- 
graphical Society. 

Lieut. Shackleton paid high tribute 
to the men who accompanied him on 
his dash. He said if he had had fifty 
vounds more of solid food he would 
nave reached the pole. 

The first mention of either of the re- 
cent Arctic explorers as made by 
the president in his speech, present- 
ing the Hubbard medal on behalf of 


the National Geographical Society. 
Standing face to face with Lieut. 
Shackleton, the president said the 


mecal was the evidence of the society's 
high appreciation of the marvellous 
work that you have done in the ceuse 
of science; the endurance, courage 
and intelligence shown in the pursuit 
of a definite object. 

“T em sure,” he continued, “that 
you will the more appreciate the medal 
#s it comes from the National Geo- 
graphie Society, thet has among its 
prominent members that distinguished 
American, Commander Pesry, who, 
while you were working at the South 
Pole, was himself surrounding the 
North Pole,” 

The lievtenant in mekine his reply, 
seid he felt sure that the English neo- 
ple would receive Commander Peary 
as cordially when be leetyred in Eng- 
land, as he (Shackleton) bad been re- 
ceived since he stepped on American 
soil,

300 Burned or Trampled to Death 

Mate Seka, Hungary.—More than 
three hundred persons were burned or 
trampled to death and over one hun- 
dred others were seriously injured in 
a disaster in the village of Okeerite. 
A public ball was announced to be 
held at the hotel of the village where 
the coach house had been fitted up as 
a ball room. It was a great, barnlike 
structure, decorated with tinder, dry 
June branches left from a previous 
entertainment to which were add d for 
the occasion, other decorations. The 
festivel attracted pleasure seeker: from 
the whole country and the building 
was so packed just before the ball be- 
gan that the single door which af- 
forded entrance was nailed up to keep 
out scores who clamored outside. 

While the incident was in full swing 
the branch caught fire and fell to 
the floor. It blezed furiously and al- 
most instantly the dresses of several 
of the women burst into flames, which 
then spread with astonishing rapidity. 

A dreadful panie ensued, the revel- 
lers losing their heads completely, 
many of them their garments ablaze, 
rushed towards the barred exit. were 
& surging mass was jamme! together. 
Women and men fell and were tramp- 
led under foot. Those in front vainly 
endeavored to tear onen the door but 
were crushed into helplessness by the 
pressure of the crowd behind the ro r- 
ing. crackling flam s, ming'irg with 
shrieks of the throng. ‘Soon the room 
crashed in, the blazing wreckage fall- 
ing upon the helpless victims, so that 
many of these who had hitherto eseap- 
ed the flames, were struck down or 
buried under the wreckage. When the 
door was finally broken open some 
few escaped but many of these col- 
lapsed before they got far. In the 
building were heaps of charr d corpses 
and screams and groans were eudible 
from the smoking piles. A detach- 
ment of troops was immediately order 
ed to the scene to clear the wreckage 
and help to bury the dead. The offie- 
in] estimate es given states that 290 
persons perished, but it is believed 
that the death roll will prove much 
larger than this as many persons have 
not been accounted for, 


The British Press Praises Canada 

London, Eng.—There is little com- 
ment in the papers here on tariff 
agreement between Canada and the 
United States. Two or three papers, 
by prominent headlines claim a vie- 
tory for Canadu and the Daily Mail 
elaborates the claim editorially say- 
ing among other things that Canada 
owes her triumph not only to her 
courage but to the fact that she is 
equipped to meet industrial rivals with 
their own weapons. 

The Times says the weleome accord- 
ed here to the tariff settlement will be 
as cordial as it is sincere. It also com- 
ments congratulitorily on the pro- 
bable arrangement of boundary water- 
Ways question as follows: 

“Laurier thus hes the pride and 
jeasure of achieving a complete ad- 
Justment of outstanding questions 
which he endeavored to attain nearly 
twelve years ago.” 

On the other hand the Merning Post, 
which lately berated United States for 
bullying Canada, does not find such 
comfort, It says Canada, unsupported 
by her imperial partners, has capitu-

Monied Americans Coming to Canada 

Ottawa.—W. J, White, inspector of 
Canadian immigration offices in the 
States, has been at Ottawa, 
and has given a statement on the work 
in the United States. In it he says 
that in the eleven months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year ending Feb, 28, 86,458 
immigrants came into Canada from th» 
United States, as compared with 50 650 
in the corresponding period a year ago. 

Mr. Waite spoke in particulir of 
the large amount of money which 
these immigrants are bringing into 
the coursry with them. On one train 
which ~ss inspected at North Portal, 
the prospective settl rs had $225,00 
in cash or cheeks. In one day which 
Mr. White spent et St. Paul ageney, 
the neweomers who yp ssed through 
the office represented about $1,000,000, 
The reason for this influx of the well-

No one in 
authority is willing to discuss the de- 
tuils, but there is good ground for the 
belief that materia! concessions had 
been granted by Canada, and that the 
Lmited States will receive in return 
for its minimum the intermediate 
rates given by Canada to France and 


twelve other countries on a consider- 
able number of articles in which ex- 
porters from the United States are 


especially interested, 

This understancing is said to have 
been reached after a prolonged con- 
ference participated in by W. 8. Field- 
ing, the Canadian minister of fin- 
ances; Geo. P. Graham, the Canadian 
minister of railways; President Taft, 
Secretary of State Knox and Charles 
N. Pepper, of the bureau of trade re- 
lations of the state department. 

Under the existing treaty between 
Canada and France, the latter country 
receives the conventional rate on about 
ninety articles, As to many of these, 
however, the United States has little 
or no interest, and there is reason to 
believe that the United States govern- 
ment has consented to receive the in- 
termediate rate on much less than half 
that number. ‘ 

The tariff experts who have so sue- 
cessfully concluded this work take a 
partiex lar pride in the fact that for the 
first time the United States now en- 
joys the minimum tariff rates of all 
important nations. Heretofore Ameri- 
ean goods have generally paid the 
maximum rates and have had to foree 
their way into foreign markets solely 
on the besis of their superiority, or 
because they could not be produced 
outside the United States. The possi- 
bility of a temporary breach in rela- 
tions with Canrda, owing to the ex- 
piration next Thursday of the period 
allowed by the Peyne-‘ldrich Act for 
the making of such arrangements, was 
at one time revarded as v ry close, but 
it is now said that it will not be neces- 
sarv to consume time in the Canadian 
parliament in giving the arrangement 
vitality by legislative enactinent, for 
the reagon that it can be nut into on- 
eretion at once by an order-in-council, 
which is likely to he the course fol- 
lowed, Although detai's of the ar- 
rangements are refused et this moment 
it is understood that the arrangement 


will be coneluded on the besis of 
future negotiations between Canada 
end the United Stetes for a general 


trade treaty, between the two coun- 
tries.

New Land Regulations 

| Ottawa.—A special order in couneil 
has been issued which has brought 
about new regulations governing the 
disposal of petroleum and natural gas 
rights which are the property of the 
Crown in the previnee of Manitoba, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, the North- 
west Territories and the Yukon Terri- 
tory, at the same time repes'ting the 
old regulations, 

Uncer the new regulations these 
petroleum and naturel gas rights 
which are the property of the crown 
and which are within the tract con- 
taining three and a half millions of 
jaeres of land acquired by the Do- 
jminion government irom the provinee 
of British Columbia may be leased 
to applicants at a rental of 25 cents 
wn acre for the first year and at a 
rental of 50 cents an acre for each 
subsequent year, The terms of lease 
are to be 21 years, renewable for a 
further term of 21 years, providing 
the lessee can furnish satisfactory 
evidence to the minister of the in- 
terior to show thet during the terms 
of the lease he has complied fully 
with the conditions of the lease. No 
applicant shall be allowed to lease the 
petroleum and natural gas rights un- 
der an area of mere than 1910 acres,

The “Miller Bill” 


HOW IT AFFECTS THE AL-

by Mr Miller, and as this piece of

moment suggested that Dr Shearer 
Was actuated by other than purely 
conscientious motives when he agi-

course. To anyone who has read | 


the evidence given betore the select 
committee on Bill No. 6, it would 
seem that Dr Shearer is superbly 
ignorant not only of his subject but 
ot the effect on our great horse 
breeding industry, should the bill 
become law. On his own admission | 
Dr Shearer has never gone into the 
matter seriously, and did not 
consider it worth while to test the 
accuracy of the petitions with which 
he flooded the country. The reso- 
lutions passed by the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church | 
in June tgogyunder his auspices, 
are both misleading and untrue, and 
a careful persual of his evidence will 
leave the reader in no doubt that Dr 
Shearer is profoundly ignorant of 
his subject. With all due deference 
to Dr Shearer, it might be sugge 
ed that the duties of minister of the | 
Gospel hardly include those of at- 
tempting those of reform the 
islature of the country: but if any 
person, minister or layman, take it 
to himself to promote legislation he 
should at least be able to 
parliament the existence of 
abuses in the present statutes 

If the bill passes in the present 
framing it will do away with all 
betting, whether between the pro- 
fessional bookmaker and a private | 
individual, or between two private 
individuals, but it is urged that the 
bill does not desire to stop betting 
between private individuals, but 
merely seeks to do away with the 
professional bookmaker. But even 
those in favor of the bill are of the 
opinion that this latter course is im- 
practicable. Police and detective 
officers admit that it will be well 
nigh impossible to prevent profes- 
sionals from making a_ book if | 
amateurs are allowed to make 
wagers all over the course. At any 
rate such has been the result in New 
York since the passing of the Hughes 
law. Looking at the matter from 
the point of view of the country’s 
welfare, and that is only a fair view 
to take—the right or wrong of bett- 
ing does not come into the question. 
If this bill passes, betting will be 
abolished on the race course, and 
as the majority of jockey clubs and 
race courses derive their revenues 
from the sale of bookmaking privi- 
leges, horse-racing will be almost 
an nonenity. This brings us to the 
real crux of the matter, 

In the opinion of Dr Rutherford, 
the Vetinerary Director-General and 
Live Stock Commissioner of Canada, 
all our breeds of light horses owe | 
their best qualities to the thorough- 
bred horses. Both English and 
continental coach horses, half-breed 
hacks, and horses used for military 
purposes in all countries, owe their 
endurance, strength and courage to 
the thoroughbred, and all authori-

If Dr Shearer can agitate for this 
absurd bill to become law, surely 
we can agitate against it, and it is 
clearly up to those who have the 
welfare of the Dominion at heart to

bec Legislature, there will be a move 
to @stablish something like working- 
day hours into the proceedings of the 
Lovar House.

esting to note how much the boys 9) 
Westminster School have always 
been favored by the two Houses and 
given privileges accorded to no other 
school in the land. Doubtless this 
has arisen from many things, one be- 
ing the close intimacy which has al 
ways existed between the abbey, the 
Parliament, and the school itself. 

It is not widely known that the 
scholars of Westminster School have 
the privilege of using the terrace of 
the Houses of Parliament on Sunday 
afternoons as practically their own. 
They sit and stroll there, watch the 
river craft, and enjoy the cool breezes 
in summer as if legislators to the 
manner born. This special privilege 
is believed to come from the Speaker 
for the time being, and was prob- 
ably first given by a Speaker who was 
an old boy. 

Then it is better known, though not 
universally, that the House of Com- 
mons reserves six special seats every 
day for the Westminster boys. These 
seats are in the gallery, and a list is 
filled in at the school each day and 
sent to the House giving the names 
of the boys who intend to avail them- 
selves of the right. This privilege 
is highly prized by the scholars, and 
there is much competition for the 
seats when any striking debate is uu- 
der way. 

The House of Lords, too, though 
it does not retain special seats in this 
way for St. Peter's scholars, always 
gives the boys every opportunity 
when they wish to attend its debates, 
as they very often do. When the 
Sovereign goes to open Parliament in 
state there is a place regularly kept 
for the Westminster boys on the 
pavement outside Henry VII.’s chap- 
el right opposite to the entrance of 
the House of Lords. Thus the boys 
get the very best view of the proces- 
sion to be had anywhere, and they 
have it practically to themselves as 
the general public are usually ex- 
cluded from that portion of the route. 
Even at coronations, when special 
galleries are kept in the abbey for 
the peers and members of Parlia- 
ment, seats near the peers are always 
reserved for at least the forty royal 
scholars of the famous school, and 
these boys are given the first  privi- 
lege of saluting the Sovereign by their 
acelaims as “King of England’’ both 
when he enters the nave of the abbey 
and when the crown is put on his 


head by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, for the peers wait until the 
captain and scholars have shouted 


“Long live the King” ere they them- 
selves joi in the cry, and thus give 
the signal for all the world to salute 
the new monarch of the British 
Empire. 


Tall, fair as a lily, with a cloud of 
golden hair, the Countess of Londes- 
borough is one of the most beautiful 
blondes in society. Her ladyship, 
who was Lady Grace Fane, has al- 
ways been noted for her love of horses 
and outdoor amusements. She rides 
well to hounds, and plays with equal 
cleverness at golf, tennis, croquet, 
and cricket.

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LESSON 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. ix, 18-34. 
Memory Verses, 28, 29—Golden 
Text, Mark ix, 23—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This lesson gives an account of four 
different acts of healing upon five dif- 
ferent people—the ruler’s daughter, 
twelve years of age; the woman twelve 
years sick, the two blind men and the 
demon possessed dumb man, Matthew, 
Mark and Luke record the first two, 
but Matthew alone tells of the others. 
All are equally easy to Him to whom 
nothing is dimeult when there is confi- 
dence in Him. 
29 holds all through, ‘‘According* 
jheaven again draweth nigh. May we? 
‘must always remember that these 
were samples of the kingdom whieh 
was then at hand, but because of His 
rejection postponed till He shall come 
again. As I understand it, we cannot 
expect kingdom manifestations in this 
age of His rejection except as He may 
in great grace see fit to grant them. 
But as the age draws to a close, which 
it is rapidly doing, we may look for 
greater signs as the kingdom of 
heaven again draweth night. May we, 
like Stephen, be full of faith and of 
the Holy Ghost, full of faith and 
power. 

The other accounts of the first two 
healings are found in Mark v and 
Luke viii. There we are told that the 
man’s name was Jarius; that he was 
a ruler of the synagogue; that he fell 
down at Jesus’ feet and besought Him 
greatly, for his little davghter was 
lying at the point of death, and she 
{was his only daughter. Jesus arose 
and followed Jairus, and so did His 
disciples. and much people also fol- 
lowed Him and thronged Him. Con- 
sider the anxiety of the father's heart 
and his expectation, for, although he 
had not heard the words “T will come 


and heal her” (vii, 7), was not the 
Lord Jesus Christ with him, and 
wes not that assurance enough for 


Jairus? 


But in the throng that pressed upon 
Him there was one desolate heart—a 
j;woman who had been ailing for twelve 
years and, having spent all that she 
had upon physicians, was nothing bet- 
tered, but rather grew worse, She, 
having heerd of Jesus, had such confi- 
dence in Him thet she seid within her- 
self. “If T mav touch but His clothes 
I shall be whole. She eeccordingly 
pressed through the crowd behind 
Him, touehed the border of His gar- 
ment and was instantly healed of her 
illness of many years. 

Most gratefully and gladly would 
she have slipped away without trou- 
bling Him further, but He had more 
for her than she had dared to expect. 
He hed a personal word for her heart 
full of neace and assurance. Before 
she could get away Jesus, knowing all 
things, asked who touched Him, for he 
knew that virtue had gone out of Him 
The disciples were surprised at His 
auestion, seeing so many touching 
Him, but the woman came with fear 
and trembling, fell down before Him 
and before all the people declared why 
she had touched Him and hew she had 
been immediately healed. Then came 
‘to her the edded unexpected blessing 
in His precious words to her heart; 
“Deughter, be of good comfort; thy 
faith hath made thee whole. Go ino 
nevce and be whole of thy plague.” 
Instead of the unrest she might have 
had because she had, as it were, stolen 
# blessing, she had His own word of 
Md | Then she might have had

A PRINCE FOR CANADA, 


C. Frederick Hamilton Argues For the 
Affirmative. 


“A British nobleman is selected as 
Governor-General by the Cabinet of 
the United Kingdom; presumably he 


}is a political friend of the party in 


power. He assure lly has been a party 
man at home, and his whole training 
up to the moment of his appointment 
has been as a partisan. He suddenly 
is charged with a monarch’s duties; 
he becomes our local King, minus the 


affectionate loyalty, which is proper- | 


ly reserved fur the King in London. 
But monarchy is a trade in itself,— 
from the power of recollecting names 
and faces which is said to be a royal 
puality, to that poise of the 


mind | 


which regards no political parties with | 


undue favor or resentment; it is a life 
training. 
cult enough with the aid of all the 
advantages which are denied to our 
Governor-General. It is only fair to 
expect our Governor-General to take 
some months at least to get into the 
necessary frame of mind to which 
royalty is trained from infaney. As 
soon as he has learned his trade, as 
soon as he has forgotten that he ever 
was a partisan as soon as he has be- 
gun to accumulate the experience 
which is a monarch’s special personal 
qualification, we wisk him off; we 
erect an unwritten law forbidding him 
again to set foot upon our shores; 
and we send him back to the Parlia- 
mentary arena of Grent Britain, there 
possibly to be a partisan onee more 

“IT regard two things as valuable in 
a working resident Kingship; train- 
ing, and the mental attitude which it 
brings; and experience. The logical 
results of this contention are royalty 
and permanence. Let us have a royal 
prince as Governor-General, and let it 
be a life appointment. 

“We Canadians have pretty definite- 
ly made up our minds about our na- 
tional business. We intend to make 
this North America of ours, at present 
a One-Power continent, at some time 
in the future a Two-Power continent. 
It is unlikely that we can hope to 
equal the United States in sheer bulk 
of citizenship, and it consequently is 
necessary to search for some counter- 
vailing advantage. The advantage 
which lies to our hand is the power 
which we possess of making ours infi- 
nitely the more interesting citizenship. 

We are part of the British Empire; 
we have a world-wide citizenship; we 
have interests in Europe, in Africa, 
in Australasia, in Asia, and Cana- 
dians without sacrifice of allegiance, 
with a strengthening instead of a 
wrench of loyalty, can play their part 
in the affairs of any continent of the 
world. Our American cousins ‘are in 
a continental ring-fence; we are free 
of the world and of world-polities 
This advantage, already perceptible, 
will grow as Imperial organization 
marches forward, and as Canada takes 
an increasingly active part in the af- 
fairs of the Empire. Now, of this sub- 
tle difference in the two North Amer- 
iean citizenships, the presence of roy- 
alty at Ottawa would be an outward 
and visible sign. It would impart to 
the texture of our national business 
that warm and gracious personal note 
which makes a monarchy an attrac- 
tive method of Government, the ab- 
sence of which makes a republie a 
cold, bare, and uninteresting method, 

“Certain of our private and confi- 
dential bits of business should be ex- 
pedited by the presence of royalty at 
our capital. Here one is dealing with 
matters which are jealously guarded 
for a couple of generations at least; 
but it seems within the bounds of 
probability to hold that a certain pro- 
portion of our public affairs, never 
large, always appreciable, and some- 
times important, depends upon per- 
sonal considerations. The subject does 
not lend itself to full or explicit dis- 
cussion, but at least it may be said 
that it should be no disadvantage to 
Canada to have as her medium of 
communication with the United King- 
dom a royal personage whom every 
British statesman would regard with 
thorough respect, who would be the 
near relative of our King and Em- 


peror, and who would be the blood 
relation of nearly every European 
monarch. We could count upon our 
royal prince being more Canadian 


than the Canadians; his whole inter- 
est would be bound up in the growth, 
prosperity, dignity and glory of his 
principality; and as our part upon the 
great stage increases it should prove 
increasingly useful to have devoted to 
our service a personage of real Euro- 
pean influence. 
sure of getting to headquarters; a pro- 
portion of our frets are due to the 
suspicion that our representations do 


not reach headquarters, but are 
smothered on the way. 
“Of ways, means and persons T 


have little.to sav. The daily press is 
busy now with the discussion of one 
pugust name; TI am content to argue 
for the general principle. The ques- 
tion of ways and means is simplicity 
itself. Let a royal prince be nominat- 
ed as Governor-General. On the ex- 
piry of the six-year term, if all has 
gone well, reannoint him. Continue 
the process until it seems convenient 
to change to a life tenure. As for title, 
it will be easv to leave it as it is.’— 
C. Frederick Hamilton.

As this fast world now whirls it 
42ems ages since the projecting genius 
of Jay Cooke pointed out that the 


Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence 
river were to be the greatest inter- 
continental commercial waterway on 
earth 

Jay Cooke spent his valuable 
and handled mony fortunes 

this idea in view, and the immeasur- 
able imperial material wealth and 
resources that it and the swelling 
future promised But all in vain; 
his countrymen were too dumb. If 
Cooke had been half backed the 
United States would long ago have 


secured a capitalistic clutch and claw 
hold on what will be the continent's 
future stream of Pactolus-streams, 
bearing fleets of golden grain. Again, 
here is a serious military water cor- 
don. 

In no sense was there a great com- 
mercial imagination like Cooke's be- 
hind the Louisiana and Alaskan pur- 
chases.

Sir Robert Perks, M.P., shows there 
is nothing ina name. He is intimate- 
ly associated with the project of the 
great Georgian Bay ship canal, and 
hes decided to come over to Canada 
the first of this year so that he can 
devote undivided attention to the 
enormous work—the greatest he has 
undertaking—dwarfing by far the 

tmorable Manchester ship canal, 
grand waterway to be stretch- 
ed from Georgia Lake Hure 
to the St. Lawre er, near Mc

change Large ureas now dry land 


will be covered with water. Through 
all this great waterway walls and 
bottom of plain and reinforced con- 
crete will stand, and when it is com- 


plete great merchant ships will be 
able to steam through it. It will 
make more money in a month than 


Panama in a year.
